“ We can put this right in this 
afternoon, and you can cook to- . 
night’s dinner on it.” 

“T don’t want it put in until the 
day after to-morrow,” replied Mrs, 
McGifferty. 

This declaration astonished the 
clerk. 

“This is the thirtieth of the month,” con- 
tinued Mrs. McGifferty, in an explanatory tone, 
“and if you put it in tc-day, you'll send me the 
bill the day after to-morrow.
